IN THE SPECIFICATION 

Kindly enter the following amended paragraphs. 

Page 25, delete the fourth paragraph starting on line 20 and replace it with the 
following: 



Alving et al. (1986) injected liposomes comprising lipid A as an adjuvant for 
inducing an immune response to cholera toxin (CT) in rabbits and to a synthetic protein 
consisting of a malaria oligopeptide containing four tetra-peptides (Asn-Ala-Asn-Pro, 
SEQ ID N0:1 ) conjugated to BSA. The authors found that the immune response to 
cholera toxin or to the synthetic malaria protein was markedly enhanced by encapsula-
